CASH RISE FOR 7000 


CITY EMPLOYES 


Bringing All Workers 
Under Social Security 
Act, Change in Hourly 
Classification Demand- 
ed in Letter. 


Wage increases of $35 a month 
across the board were requested 
today for an estimated 7000 St. 
Louis municipal employes by the 
Missouri State Council, American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employes. The union 
also requested that all city em- 
ployes be brought under the Fed- 
| eral Social Security Act. 

Stan Zagol, business, represen- 
, tative of the union, said the de- 
'mands were included in a letter 
sent today to R. Elliott Scearce, 
director of the city department of 
personnel. Zagol did not estimate 
the annual cost to the city of the 
union’s proposals but he said that 
the expense would be offset by 
increased efficiency among city 
workers and higher morale. 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst, when 
informed of the union’s demands, 
commented: 

“I don’t know where we're go- 
ing to get the money.” 

Proposal for Hourly Workers. 
| In a second phase of the wage 
| proposal the union asked that 
‘laborers who have been working 
at hourly wage rates be placed 
on the payroll on a monthly basis. 
These employes, Zagol explained, 
| were hired originally as seasonal 
workers but since have become 
permanent employes and should 
be accorded proper payroll status. 

City employes, who are under 
Civil Service, have not had a 
wage increase since Jan. 1, 1949, 
when they were granted a month- 
ly wage increase of $20 per 
month, Zagol said. Between July 
15, 1949, and July 15, 1950, he 
added the cost of food alone has 
risen 45 per cent and that 30 per 
cent of the rise took place in last 
June and July. 

“If the city desires to retain 
competent employes it will have 
to raise wages,” Zagol said. 
Though St. Louis ranks third 
in population among nine cities 
of the nation in the 500,000-to-1,- 
000,000 classification; it ranks 
eighth in the average monthly 
salary paid to its employes, Zagol 
continued. He said the average 
municipal wage here was $224 
monthly. 

Social Security Request. 

As for social security, Zagol 
said that cost of private insurance 
for old age payments was pro- 
hibitive for city employes and 
therefore they had nothing to 
look forward to “except working 
or dying in their jobs, or losing 
them and becoming charity 
wards.” 

He pointed out that under new 
provisions of the Social Security 
act municipal workers are eli- 
gible for its benefits if their em- 
ployers agree to participate. Pro- 
visions of the federal system are 
less costly to employes and more 
liberal in benefits, he said, than 
private plans.

Security Council has come around 
to naming outright the Soviet 
Union as the instigator of Red 
aggression in Korea. However, as 
tempers tighten during the pro- 
longed debates, members draw 
closer to what seems to be the 
inevitable — pronouncing Russia 
the trouble-maker of the world. 

For whatever satisfaction it 
may give the Kremlin, Jacob A. 
Malik yesterday again delayed 
action on subjects related to the 
Korean conflict on the Council 
agenda. He stood alone, however, 
in his effort to pin the responsi- 
bility for the tragic loss of life 
and property in Korea on the 
United States. Russia lost that 
vote, 9 to 1, with Yugoslavia ab- 
staining, a not unusual score. 

Wrangle on Procedure. 

The meeting ended in a pro- 
cedural wrangle prompted by 
Malik’s determination to seat a 
representative of Red China at 
the Council table during con- 
sideration of complaints that U.N. 
airplanes bombed Communist 
Chinese territories. The United 
States has admitted one such in- 
cident may’ have occurred and 
has offered reparations if an on- 
the-spot U.N. investigation con- 
firms the report. 

As on-the-spot inquiries are dis- 
tasteful to Iron Curtain countries, 
Malik attempted to forestall ap- 
pointment of the fact-finding 
commission proposed by the 
United States. He demanded a re- 
view of the situation in the Se- 
curity Council, with the Red 
Chinese spokesman on hand to 
present his own version. 

Whether a Red Chinese spokes- 
man will be invited to attend the 
Security Council meetings will be 
determined Monday when the dis- 
cussion is resumed.

United States ought to put 30 
Army divisions into uniform next 
year and send 10 of them to Eu- 
rope. 

Lodge is a member of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
and of the American United Na- 
tions delegation. He complained 
that under present plans this 
country will have only 18 divi- 
sions available by next June 30. 

“All that we have in the way 
of a presidential announcement is 
that there must be 3,000,000 men 
in the armed forces as a whole, 
which would be a good start if 
we are to have them all by June 
30, 1951,” Lodge said. “But the 
President’s message carefully did 
not specify the year by which 
those 3,000,000 men would have 
to be in service.’ 

Lodge contended that eventual- 
ly the United States is going to 
have to send trogps to Europe to 
bolster defenses there against a 
possible Russian - attack. 

He said that 60 divisions may 
be needed to :ontain any Russian 
aggression. He said the United 
States probably will be called 
upon to furnish 20 of the 60. The 
first year’s contribution probably 
will have to be 10 divisions, he 
added. .

Amer- 
icans surmised this meant a North 
Korean buildup during the lull for 
a new offensive smash, 

A United States Eighth Army 
spokesman said the Red drive by 
50,000 men on Taegu, main Allied 
base on the central front, had 
“petered out,” probably from lack 
of supplies and sufficient man- 
power for the present. The Reds 
had pushed to within seven miles 
of Taegu before the United States 
First Cavalry Division and South 
Koreans broke the back of their 
drive. 

Allies Hold Yongchon. 

Gen, Douglas MacArthur's 
headquarters summary early Sat- 
urday confirmed this general 
picture of the front. It said 
in the northern sector enemy 
pressure continued but had di- 
minished while the defense front 
remained intact. On the eastern 
front, it noted that Allied forces 
continued to hold Yongchon and 
advanced against slight enemy 
resistance. 

The bad weather kept Allied 
planes from hammering at the 
new buildup of Communist 
strength. | 

MacArthur’s headquarters 
warned of a possible new offen- 
sive either in the southwest, 
north or east. 

The buildup seemed greatest 
on the southern coastal approaches 
to Pusan port, chief Allied base 
in Korea.

“carry out their sabotage and es- 
pionage.” 

McCarran told reporters: “I 
should be very unhappy to know 
that the President would veto 
this bill, and not the least of my 
unhappiness would be the fact 
that the people of the country 
want the bill enacted into law.

Smith and Deckard expressed 
a desire for quick trial. Unable 
to furnish $5000 bond, they were 
returned to the county jail at 
Hillsboro. 

The hungry, dirty youths sur- 
rendered meekly yesterday on a 
country «road south of DeSoto, 
after disclosing their presence by 
waving to a highway patrol air- 
plane.

Rob Pawnskop in Rockford.

“We were bumming around to- 
gether when we spotted a pawn- 
shop in Rockford and decided to 
knock it off,” Smith said. “We 
wanted money to get back to 
Arkansas with. 

“Last Monday night we robbed 
the pawnshop.” (In the burglary, 
they obtained 25 pistols, 51 
watches, four dozen rings and 600 
rounds of ammunition.)

0 AD FAMILIE 
OF ENLISTED MEN 


Monthly Checks to Range 
From $85 to $165 — 
‘Clears Way to Draft

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (UP)— 
President Truman today signed 
legislation to give living allow- 
ances to families of enlisted men. 
The action clears the way for 
drafting men with dependents. 


Service men’s families will get 
monthly checks of $85, $107.50, 
$125, $127.50, $145, $147.50 or 
$165, depending on the number 
of dependents and rank of the 
man. Of the total allowance, the 
service man will contribute out 
of his pay $40, $60 or $80 a 
month, depending on his rank. 


The allowances are retroactive 
to Aug. 1. It is estimated that 
the cost to June 30, 1951, will be 
about $300,000,000. 

Selective service officials expect 
to ask Truman promptly to revise 
draft regulations which now bar 
selection of any man with de- 
pendents. Family men other than 
fathers are expected to be called 
first. 

Before draft boards start call- 

ing fathers Congress probably 
will revise the draft law to in- 
crease the top age limit—now 25 
-——-to catch more single men. Con- 
gress also will consider making 
single veterans eligible for draft 
calls. 
_ The new allowance law covers 
only wives, children and depend- 
ent parents. No other relatives 
can be considered as dependents 
for purposes of allowance pay- 
ments. (Others may be consid- 
ered for purposes of draft defer- 
ment.) 

The new payments are not au- 
tomatic. The service man must 
apply for them. Where he fails 
to do so, however, the Secretary 
of the Army, Navy or Air Force, 
as the case may’ be, may direct 
that the payments be made, and 
that deductions be made from the 
service man’s pay to make sure 
families are cared for. 


POWERFUL NEW 
TURBO-JET ENGINE 
FLIES B-17 ALONE 


PATUXENT, Md., Sept. 8 (AP) 
~The Navy yesterday demon- 
strated what it described as the 
world’s most powerful gas turbine 
engine driving a propeller. 

The engine is the Pratt & Whit- 
ney T-34 turbo-wasp. It has a 
test rating of 5700 horsepower, 
about half again as high as the 
most powerful piston engine now 
used in aircraft, the Pratt & Whit- 
ney R-4360 used in the B-36 and 
other large planes. 

Despite its great power, the 
T-34 weighs only 2550 pounds, or 
some 1500 pounds less than the 
R-4360. Its fuel consumption rate 
is .62 pound of fuel an hour for 
each horsepower delivered. This 
compares with about .45 in the 
most efficient piston engines and 
around 1.1 pounds in a straight 
jet engine. 

The T-34 was shown yesterday 
mounted in the nose of a B-17 
Flying Fortress as a fifth engine. 
With the four regular piston en- 
gines turned off, the T-34 alone 
propelled the bomber through 
the air. 

A turbo-prop engine is basic- 
ally a jet engine in which the 
exhaust gases are used to turn a 
propeller shaft instead of being 
used for direct thrust. 

The Air Force presumably is 
interested in the T-34 for large 
transports and long-range high- 
speed bombers. The Navy may 
use it both in long-range patrol 
craft and in single-engine attack 
planes. 

The Navy disclosed that within 
two years it expects to develop 
8000 horsepower from the T-34. 
An engine with 8000 horsepower 
would be almost four times as 
powerful as any used on military 
planes in World War II.

LONDON, Sept. 8 (AP)—A gov- 
ernment spokesman said last night 
Britain can take no legal action 
against the British firm which 
trans-shipped strategic molyb- 
denum from the United States to 
Russia. 

The trans-shipment of the mili- 
tarily valuable material—used to 
harden steel—took place in a 
British port July 1 after it had 
been lying on bond there for more 
than one month. 

The United States, Britain and 
all other Marshall plan countries 
have long been trying to stop the 


flow of strategic materials to Rus- = 


sia and its friends. 

They came to the conclusion 
earlier this year that control of 
trans-shipments would be imprac- 
ticable and instead left it to the 
exporting country—in the molyb- 
denum case, the United States— 
to insure that strategic goods 
don't reach Red nations.

NOTORIOUS BANK SNEAK THIEF 
GETS ANOTHER 3-YEAR TERM 


William R. Evans, notorious 
bank sneak thief, was sentenced 
to three years in a federal peni- 
tentiary today when he pleaded 
guilty of the theft of $1000 from 
the First National Bank of Oma- 
ha, Nebr., on Sept. 16, 1948. 

United States District Judge 
Roy W. Harper ordered that the 
time be served concurrently with 
another three-year sentence he 
had imposed Aug. 22, when Evans 
pleaded guilty of a similar of- 
fense April 10, in which he 
grabbed $1665 from a window in 
the United Bank & Trust Co. 

Evans, who has been involved 
in bank thefts totaling almost a 
million dollars, occasionally em- 
ployed the technique of a “sticks 
man,” a term derived from the 
use of a stick tipped with ad- 
hesive with which to draw cur- 
rency within reach inside a tell- 
er’s cage. In imposing the sen- 
tence, Judge Harper said: “When 
you get out of prison, I hope you 
will become an exemplary citi- 
zen.”

WITH U. S. FORCES IN KOREA. 


HEN the situation is “fluid,” 


which in this war means wholly 


unstable and quite possibly disastrous, this reporter cannot com- 
pete with his colleagues who write for tomorrow’s paper. It 
may be helpful, all the same, to try to explain why we are so sud- 


denly suffering a fearful reverse he 


re. It is a long, bitter and signifi- 


cant story, which ends with Secretary of Defense Louis A. Johnson. 


In brief, during the past week, 
the enemy managed to mount a 
primitive but massive offensive, 
using his limited stocks of heavy 
military equipment only in big 
areas, but lavishly expending 
manpower everywhere. Albeit 
with shocking losses, this offen- 
sive was frustrated in the Ameri- 
can sectors of the line, justifying 


ed in artillery, communications 
and other essential supports. 


Further Weakening. 
In the second place, only a few 


months before the Korean war 
broke out, Secretary of Defense 
Johnson

the new American self-confidence 
lately reported in this space. In 
the long South Korean sector, 
however, a major break-through 
has been achieved. And, as these 
words are written, the outcome is 
totally uncertain. 

South Koreans Fight Bravely. 

No doubt the Pentagon will 
now revive the canard of its first 
days of the war, that the South 
Koreans will not fight. But the 
plain truth is that the South Ko- 
rean divisions had been fighting 
continuously in the line for any- 
where from 60 to 70 days. They 
had suffered appalling casualties 
—one regiment, known to this re- 
porter, has lost no less than 3000 
men, or three times the number 
© its muster rolls. And they had 
s:‘ll held on although they were 
o.ten ill-supplied with small arms 
ammunition, food and even water, 
and although they frequently had 
trouble, because of poor com- 
munications, in obtaining needed 
artillery and air support. 

In these circumstances, it is not 
necessary to ask why the South 
Koreans broke at last under 
heavy enemy attack. The question 
is, rather, why such an excessive 
burden was imposed upon them 
for so long. The answer is sim- 
ple. Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker 
well knew the South Koreans’ 
difficulties and did his best to 
remedy them. He also knew well 
that the burden was excessive. 
But he was forced to take the 
risk because he did not have 
enough American troops to re- 
lieve our allies by shortening the 
South Korean sector of the de- 
fense perimeter. 

‘Five U.S. Divisions.’ 

This may surprise people at 
home, who heard the President’s 
recent announcement that we 
have five American divisions in 
Korea. Unfortunately, however, 
this announcement merely pro- 
voked the men in the line in 
Korea to grim, coarse laughter. 
Present troop strength cannot be 
discussed in detail, but the reali- 
ties of the ssituation may be sug- 
gested by having a look at the 
past. 

Using the word “division” in 
the same way, the President 
might have said a month ago 
that we had three divisions in 
Korea, the Twenty-fourth, the 
Twenty-fifth and the First Caval- 
ry. Since three divisions consti- 
tute a corps, any informed per- 
son would then have assumed that 
the usual strength and power of 
a corps were thus being brought 
to bear. But anyone making that 
assumption would have been sadly 
deluded. 

The divisions themselves were 
condemned to feebleness, in the 
first place, when Secretary of 
Defense Johnson, on taking of- 
fice, arbitrarily gutted what the 
President had left of the late 
James V. Forrestal’s American 
rearmament program. In order to 
retain the divisional structures, 
regiments were kept at two-thirds 
strength without their third bat- 
talions; no divisional armor was 
provided except the light tanks, 
useful only for reconnaissance:

Such was the inner nature, in 
the Army, of the famous process 
of “cutting fat but not muscle” 
and getting ready to “lick. Joe 
Stalin.” The result, according to 
an official estimate from the 
highest source, was to leave the 
first three divisions that entered 
Korea with less than one-half the 
normal fire power of an equiva- 
lent grouping at war strength. 

It is true that some of the 
worst gaps in our forces here 
have recently been filled, the ex- 
pedient of committing the Ameri- 
can strategic reserve in Korea in 

a time of universal peril in the 
ae But even so, the President 
must have been gravely misled 
by interested persons when he 
claimed we had five divisions in 
the field—unless a division is to 
mean a mere half empty shell 
with an official number. That is 
why the foxholes in the American 
line. are still spaced at intervals 
of 60 yards, and why the Ameri- 
can line could not be further ex- 
tended. 

Praise for Gen. Walker. 

Some may argue that Gen. 
Walker ought to have shortened 
the whole defense perimeter, 
American and South Korean, by 
further reducing the beachhead. 
Certainly he was strongly en- 
couraged not to do so by the 
Pentagon, so hungry for blame- 
erasing victory, so fearful of the 
political repercussions of retreat. 
At any rate, in all fairness, even 
in this moment of crisis, it must 
be said that Gen. Walker has done 
wonderfully well to hold the 
Chindong-Taegu-Pohang defense 
line for so long with such poor 
resources. 

Once before, at Taejon, he 
barely saved his whole position 
from disintegration. A little later, 
when the enemy first strongly 
threatened the approaches to 
Pusan, he blocked the threat with 
a single regiment, three tanks, 
and his own Army headquarters 
security company. This brisk, 
stout, unpretentious small man 
has never rattled, and has always 
made a little go a very long way. 
If he fails now, it will not be his 
fault. 

In plain words, it will be the 
fault of those who defrauded the 
American people, claiming they 
were making America strong 
when they were making America 
weak. This evening, because of 
that weakness, all is chaotic. At 
worst, the present crisis could 
produce catastrophe. At best, it 
will end with the loss of vital 
positions, dearly bought with the 
blood of young Americans. When 
one has seen these young men, 
hopeful and brave and full of 
good gifts, fall thus in battle, it 
is hard not to demand a just and 
ruthless penalty from the guilty 
men, the tellers of untruths, the

EVENTY-FIVE days after fight- 

ing broke out in Korea, the 

United Nations force still can 
play only the role of fireman. It 
hasn’t as yet been able to take the 
first real forward step toward car- 
rying out its announced intention 
of acting as a policeman to en- 
force peace in “The Land of 
Morning Calm.” 

That is the blunt truth today, 
nearly 11 weeks after the battle 
for Korea began. And it must be 
faced bluntly by those groups of 
easy optimists both here and 
at home who blithely talk of hav- 
ing the war over “by Thanksgiv- 
ing.” 

This bland confidence can be 
based only on two things: 


1. A blind hope that the 
North Koreans have been so 
worn down by battle attrition 
and air and naval bombardment 
that their front will collapse. 


2. A belief that the U.N. soon 
will throw into action a _ tre- 
mendous ground force able by 
sheer weight of men and metal 
to overwhelm the enemy quickly. 


No Sign of Weakening. 


Unfortunately, there is no trust- 
worthy evidence along the battle 
front that the enemy is weaken- 
ing. He appears, if anything, to 
be getting stronger. And there is 
as yet no sign here that the U.N. 
has massed—and ready — enough 
muscle to end the war in a single 
mighty knockout blow. 


The sad truth is that the Reds 
still are conducting a siege peril- 
ous. Since the Allies withdrew 
to the Naktong river line on Aug. 
1 the Communists have been able 
almost at will to start a major fire 
anywhere they chose along that 
120-mile defensive perimeter. And 
they have done so. 


Time after time it has taken 
the utter strength of the U.N. 
fire department to clang up and 
stamp out or try to contain these 
blazes. 

The last big bonfire ranged 
from the southern section by the 
Korean straits clear around the 
battle front to Pohang on the 
Japan sea. That fire is still burn- 
ing dangerously. 

Plenty of Matches. 


In some cases the U.N. fire 
department itself has been all but 
engulfed by the bandit arsonists 
from the North. And the men 
who serve in it no longer have the 
comfortable delusion that the 
Reds are anywhere near running 
out of matches. 

They would like to believe they 
could quit being a fire ¢cepart- 
ment tomorrow, organize as a 
“police force,” destroy or capture 
the invaders—and retire to the 
ordinary civil strife of life at 
home before the rice paddies here 
freeze over. But there has been 
no faltering of the enemy to con- 
sole those who feel this will be 
merely a war for the sunshine 
soldiers and the summer patriot. 


On both sides it is growing in 
depth and bitterness. 

It may have a wintry decision 
or—as some veteran combat offi- 
cers fear—the final outcome may 
be postponed until spring or even 
next summer. 

Commanders Pessimistic. 

As is usual in such situations 
the experienced front line com- 
manders are more pessimistic 
about how long it will take be- 
cause they know what they are up 
against now. They know also the 
time it takes even for an indus- 
trial giant like America to gear 
up its factories, flush out its 
armies and ferry men, weapons 
and food 7000 miles to the battle 
front. 

Before I left the United States 
a retired officer told me it would 
take eight American or European 
divisions of full World War II 
combat strength, plus all the 
South Koreans available, to under-

The United States Army esti- 
mated several weeks ago that the 
North Koreans had suffered 57,- 
000 casualties. No estimate of 
total North Korean casualties has 
been made since then. However, 
an Army spokesman said today 
that newspaper men’s estimates 
of 20,000 casualties among the 
Korean Communists during the 
last week did not seem out of rea- 
son.

On the Right Track 


After getting himself tangled up with his 
own personal venture in lecturing the Marines, 
President Truman appears to have taken ex- 
cellent advice from leading Cabinet members on 
two important issues. 

His stand against the Spanish loan reflects 
the thinking of Secretary Acheson. Similarly, 
his announcement that he would veto the Mc- 
Carran bill to control subversives reflects the 
view of Attorney General McGrath that this ex- 
treme bill is both unnecessary and dangerous. 

Whether the means Mr. Truman is using 
against the Spanish loan are as.good as his pur- 
pose remains to be seen. The President has 
signed the $35,500,000,000 bill to which the 
Franco loan was appended by Congress. But 
he says he Will regard the amendment merely 
as an authorization; he will impound the $62,- 
500,000 earmarked for Fascist Spain. 

There can be little question as to what the 
Senate thought it was doing when it passed the 
Franco loan amendment. It “directed” the 
Export-Import Bank to lend the money to 
Franco. It made the loan just as mandatory as 
it knew how. 

Perhaps a court test will be necessary. In 
any case, the President has not fallen in with 
the Franco lobby which seeks to bolster up the 
Sagging economy of the erstwhile pal of the 
late Dictators Hitler and Mussolini. 

With the congressional election coming, Mr. 
Truman has shown political courage which char- 
acterized only a few members of Congress. . 

To the President’s credit also is his stand 
against the hysterical catch-all bill of Nevada’s 
McCarran to shadow every citizen who ever 
drank pink lemonade at a county fair. We 
need legislation which will tighten up the 
statutes against espionage and other subversive 
threats, but we do not need to throw an im- 
possible job on the FBI. We do not need to 
destroy our own liberties in the process. 

The Washington Post says similar legisla- 
tion passed by the House affords none of the 
protections recommended by Mr. Truman. At the 
same time the bill proposes to compile a handy 
official roster of all Communist groups and their 
members. As the Washington newspaper says, 
that is impossible since it depends on a satisfac- 
tory definition of terms. To quote: 

The definitions presented in the bill are 
so vague that they might easily be applied 
to many organizations guilty of not¥ing 
more than a loyal opposition to Government 
policies or to prevailing popular opinion. 
The official list would be perpetually out of 
date—quite apart from the danger it would 
inflict serious injuries on innocent groups 
and individuals. : 

Sensible legislation is in the congressional 
works. The McCarran - Mundt - Ferguson - Nixon 
bills to repress almost everybody and anybody 
should be dropped in the waste basket. 
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The Barrel We’ve Been Looking For 


That allegedly self-filling barrel on an Ozark 
farm has attracted 15,000 visitors, including one 
psychical researcher who found it far more 
supernatural than an alleged mysterious light 
that is said to appear over the woods near 
Seneca, in Newton county. 

There is a deep universality about self-filling 
barrels, something that stirs dim racial memo- 
ries of automatically replenished pots of gold 
and inexhaustible cornucopia. Nowadays one 
may suspect that the thing will turn out to be 
a publicity stunt for a barrel-stave manufac- 
turer or a bottler of mineral water, yet the 
compulsion\ to believe in something so alto- 
gether delightful is so strong that 15,000 persons 
cannot be blamed for just having a look.

“Anybody who has ever toted 
water for insatiable beasts or fowl can appreciate 
it. Imagine a barrel that doesn’t have to be 
tended by tiresome toil, that yields up three 
gallons without any loss of its water level, that 
baffles a psychical researcher by refilling itself 
once he gets 100 yards away! 

That’s the kind of barrel the human race has 
been looking for all these generations, and 
Farmer Orr must be prepared to put up with 
a lot of attention. 
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On the Crabmeat Front 

President Truman was right to rebuke the East 
Coast longshoremen who undertook to write 
their own version of American foreign policy 
by refusing to unload cargoes of crabmeat and 
furs from Soviet Russia. 

This is a rather childish way to express one’s 
feelings on the state of the world. If the long- 
shoremen wish to come out for an embargo on 
trade with the Soviet Union, they are free to 
do so, and to make their wishes known to the 
President and Congress. But to “get even” 
with the bad old Russians by turning back 
cargoes legitimately sent here is not a becoming 
expression of the American cause.

But defining what is 
essential remains a responsibility of the Govern- 
ment, not of the union. 
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Tough Decision for the FCC 


The Federal Communications Commission's 
new ruling on color television is not exactly a 
decision. It is not exactly satisfactory to anyone 
either, including the FCC itself, which divided 
4-2-1. Y@t the commission faced a puzzle that 
grew while the members thought about it. 

Two years ago, when the FCC buckled down 
to the color problem, there were only 500,000 
television receivers in the country. Today there 
are 7,000,000. One of the FCC’s considerations, 
aside from finding the best color system, was 
to find one which would protect the public’s 
investment in black-and-white receivers. So 
while the commission worried about this in- 
vestment, it multiplied 14 times. 

Yet if the FCC were to wait much longer, 
the problem would burst all bounds. The nation 
probably will be able to absorb 40,000,000 tele- 
vision sets. It is a matter of high public interest 
whether these shall be equipped for color re- 
ception, and if so, for what kind. 

What the FCC has concluded so far is an 
obvious compromise. The commission favors the 
color telecasting technique of the Columbia 
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. Broadcasting System over two rivals, but is not 


adopting the C.B.S. method for the moment, 
C.B.S. color is not “compatible.” It cannot be 
received by existing sets, which must be 
equipped with converters if they are to get 
color programs in black and white. 

So the commission is urging receiver manu- 
facturers to build new models at once. These 


not mew models would be able to receive mono- 


chrome pictures eifher from present stations or 
from C.B.S.type color stations. 

If the set makers do this, the. FCC will post- 
pone a final decision on color. That would allow 


more time for demonstration of the color sys- 
tems developed by Radio Corp. of America and 
Color Television, Inc. Both are “compatible,” 
and could be received on present television sets 
in black and white.

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The Forgottenest Men 


Okies are not a Western problem alone, The 
New York Times serves notice. Migrant workers 
to the number of 50,000, most of them Negroes 
from the South, but some of them Puerto Ricans, 
are now engaged in bringing in harvests in the 
East. Every year they work their way north- 
ward, from Virginia to Maryland, Delaware, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, New York. 

They work without the federal protection 
which other workers have in their wages and 
hours, without the security which the Federal 
Government affords to other workers in unem- 
ployment insurance, workmen’s compensation 


and other protections. Their yearly incomes are 


low, the roofs above their heads are of the 
poorest. They are often cheated by the labor 
contractors whom they depend upon to find 
their jobs for them, and they ane milked of their 
money by the lures of liquor and gambling 
and prostitution. . 

“A busted picker is the best picker,” and one 
who wouldn't go busted for one or another of 
these lures “wouldn’t be much of a man I 
reckon,” says one of the labor contractors. Is 
it any wonder that a tomato picker in Virginia 
says: “Seems like of all the forgotten men 
we're the forgottenest’’? : 

In some respects perhaps the western okie 
has the better of it by comparison with his 
eastern counterpart. He may not be thrust into 
as unhappily congested surroundings as the 
man on the eastern seaboard. But both the 
western migrant and the eastern are the vic- 
tims of a predicament which a democratic state 


. cannot afford to tolerate. 


The forgottenest men are an evidence of how 
far the Social Security Act still has to go after 
15 years, together with the state legislation that 
will be necessary to bring a new deal, a fair 
deal, a square deal to the men, women and 
children who have gone too long unremembered.

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Probing for Life’s Secret 


To the prophets and the poets, the life force 
is a mystery forever beyond man’s knowledge. 
But to the scientists it is a challenge, one more 
secret to be discovered. So, an international 
group is in convention at Yale this week, com- 
paring notes which may lead to an entirely new 
view of protoplasm, the essential stuff of living 
cells. 

It is most improbable that they will be able 
to tear the veil from the abiding mystery at 10 
o’clock, Saturday morning. But by that time, 
a good many relatively simple ideas will have 
been re-shaped. Once even scientists regarded 
living cells as blobs of fat as alike as peas in 
a pod. But in recent years men like Albert 
Claude of Belgium, Tjoerborn Casperson of 
Sweden, and blind Dr. Woolley of the Rocke- 
feller Institute have been building up the knowl- 
edge that cells vary considerably in structure 
and function. 3 

An increasingly fascinating story is being told 
in such words ‘as chromosomes, cytoplasm, 
mitochondria and desoxyribonucleic acid. In the 
never quite accurate analogies of the layman, it 
would seem that the cells are like a series of 
associated factories, each with its own stock- 
piles and each «performing highly complicated 
functions. One of,these factory-cells, about one- 
thousandth of a millimeter in size, can accom- 
modate a million protein molecules and also all 
the fats, carbohydrates and salts it needs. 

For us, it is not so much a matter of under- 
standing how these studies were made—and the 
theories based on them—as it is a reassurance 
that not all scientists are busy finding ways 
of making death more imminent, that some are 
working on the side of life. 

But let no cell scientist these days expect 
that any discovery of his would draw head- 
lines one tenth as big as*those ready for the 
man who can step forward with the key to a 
new super-bomb. 


Judge Hand on Bail 

Our Mirror of Public Opinion today contains 
an editorial from the San Francisco Chronic 
which points out that two Federal Courts 
Appeals are in conflict on the question of bail 
for Commupgists or alleged Communists. 

The appellate court at San Francisco divided 
2 to 1 in granting bail to Harry Bridges, con- 
victed as a Communist. About the same time, a 
court of the same rank in New York divided 
2 to 1 in ordering the revocation of bail to the 
10 Communist leaders who were convicted under 
the Smith Act. 

It ig notable that Presiding Judge Learned 
Hand, though finding the prosecution and con- 
viction of the 10 valid, was the member of the 
court who opposed the revocation of bail. His 
words are worth reading: 

I would go somewhat further than my 
brothers. I regard the case as involving 
substantial questions and, therefore, en- 
titling the defendants to remain on bail 
“pending certiorari” (appeal). I would con- 
tinue bail until either the petition for cer- 
tiorari is denied or granted. 

Whether the Supreme Court agrees to hear 
the Bridges and Communist leaders’ cases on 
merits—and these do need.to be reviewed on 

level—our Supreme Justices surely 
this question of bail.

Senator William Langer’s proposal for 
appointment of a joint congressional com- 
mittee to investigate the federal judiciary 
is, in our judgment, out of order. We 
want no congressional investigation of 
United States courts of any kind; there 
has never been such an investigation that 
amounted to anything, and there is no 
occasion for one now.

. pose with an attack upon the Court of Ap- 
peais decision here, a 
admitting Harry ay 
Bridges to bail. We 
are not hereafter ex- 
pressing ‘an opinion 
as to this decision, 
What we are dealing 
with is any attempt 
to intimidate any 
eourt for a decision 
made, or to intimi- 
date the federal judi- 
ciary as a whole.

to the wisdom of the " io Ati 
Appeals Court rea- ee ve 
soning in freeing Bridges. But there is 
a broad and ‘Important difference between 
a Senator expressing his opinion and the 
Congress launching an investigation of 
the whole federal judiciary. The former 
is a legitimate employment of democratic 
right; the latter is an attempt at intimida- 
tion, pure and simple. 


Such Talk Is Nonsense 


There is also a broad and important 


difference between a Senator expressing. 


an opinion on a particular decision, such 
as the one in the Bridges case, and a 
Senator talking about impeachment, as 
Langer did in this instance. Impeachment, 
under the Constitution, is a process in- 
voked where grounds appear to support a 
charge of. fraud, malfeasance, or other 
major crime. No evidenee of such mis- 
behavior appears in this case. 

What has appeared is a decision that 
runs contrary to a strong current emotion- 
al tide. But it is nonsense to suggest it 
is an impeachable decision. If it were, 
thousands of judges in our history would 
have been impeachable, because thousands 
have handed down “unpopular” decisions. 

The Congress and the American peo- 
ple will want to tread with extreme cau- 
tion along any course that holds the threat 


of destroying the federal courts. For the 
alternative to our judicial system is the 
kind of system that prevailed in Nazi 
Germany and now prevails in Communist 
Russia. There the governmental power 
and moral level were such that the courts 
came completely under domination of the 
executive. 

The federal judiciary in the United 
States is not perfect; any group of human 
beings, judges or otherwise, is subject to 
human failures in judgment, in interpreta- 
tion and in logic. If that were not so 
there would be no need for Courts of Ap- 
peal, or a Supreme Court. Even the Su- 
preme Court has been known to reverse 
itself, nullifying its original judgment. 

But the federal judiciary comes as near 
to being thoroughly and soundly and com- 
pletely American in its composition as any 
institution we have. It is a distinguished 
body of American citizens, versed in law 
and both aware of the principles it is 
charged with supporting and conscious of 
its high responsibilities. it comprises men 
of varying degrees of conservatism and lib- 
eralism, as is proper. But there are no 
Communists in it. 


A Form of Intimidation 


It is also the main protection of this 
country against arbitrary tyranny, wheth- 
er by government, state or individual. It 
cannot fulfill this function properly with- 
out complete freedom to interpret the law 
without interference; it cannot fulfill it at 
all if that interference takes the form of 
intimidation. . 

In the Bridges case two judges handed 
down the ruling decision, and one dissent- 
ed. Curiously, in the case of the 10 con- 
victed New York Communist leaders the 
opposite was true. There a majority of 
the Appeals Court revoked bail “in this 
hour of national crisis.” But the distin- 
guished Judge Learned Hand, presiding, 
dissented, holding that “substantial ques- 
tions” entitled the appellants to remain 
po pending appeal to the Supreme 

ourt. 

Would Senator Langer suggest Judge 
Hand be impeached for expressing his 
view of the law and the facts? 

You either have free and independent 
courts, or you don’t. If you do, a judge 
will interpret the law as he sees it, with- 
out begging leave of a citizen, a Senator 
or a President. If he has to do that, you 
haven’t free and independent courts, and 
if you haven't free and independept courts 
you have the making of despotism.

Between Book Ends 


Faith and Skepticism 

PERSPECTIVES OF CRITICISM, edited by Harry Levin. 

(Harvard University Press, 248 pgs., $4.) 

Sometimes in a collection of academic 
papers there is an article which has a sig- 
nificance far greater than most such writ- 
ing pretends to achieve. In this volume 
(No. XX in the Harvard Studies in Com- 
parative Literature) there is such an essay: 
“A Correspondence from Opposite Cor- 
ners,” by Renato Poggioli. It should re- 
ceive much wider attention than it is likely 
to attract in its present company. 


In 1920, two Russian intellectuals, 
Vyacheslav Ivanov and Mikhail Herschen- 
sohn, shared a room in a Moscow sanitar- 
ium, where they had gone for rest and 
recuperation. Realizing, after their first 
conversations, that they were diametrically 
opposed in their beliefs, they agreed to 
write letters to each other—from the oppo- 
site corners of their room—in order that 
their argument might take some precise 
and permanent form. This they did for a 
month, when, realizing that their disagree- 
ments had been ex- 
plored and that the 
argument had 
reached a dead end, 
they discontinued 
their letters, which 
were later published. 

To judge from Mr. 
Poggioli’s quotations 
and summaries, the 
letters constitute a 
little masterpiece of 
informal literary and 
philosophical discus- 
sion. Taken together, 
they make a sort of 
pattern of the mod- 
ern intellectual and 
social crisis. Ivanov is the traditionalist 
in culture, the humanist, who wishes to 
maintain religious faith and traditional 
civilization. Herschensohn, a humanitarian, 
is skeptical of faith and sclence—of all 
human culture: “I know too many things, 
and this load tortures me.” 


Ivanov admits the defects of modern 
culture, and tells his friend: “Culture is 
being experienced by you not as a living 
treasure of gifts, but as a system of the 
subtlest restriction. No wonder, since cul- 
ture has aimed at being no more.” But 
Herschensohn replies that “The deer devel- 
oped horns as a means to frighten his ene- 
mies and to defend himself, but in some 
species they have reached such dimensions 
as to prevent him from running through 
the woods, and the species are dying. Is 
it not the same with your culture? Are 
not your values those horns?” Herschen- 
sohn placed his faith in the new revolu- 
tion, then taking place. Ivanov did not, 
and later moved to Rome where he became 
a convert to the Catholic Church. 


Mr. Poggioli is fair to both men, though 
his preference is for Ivanov’s position. 
Both men he considers decadent: “It is 
decadent to believe that the only alterna- 
tive left to man is between cukural and 
religious conservatism on one side, and 
revolutionary messianism on the other.” 

To praise this fine essay for its breadth 
and wisdom is not to deny that there are 
other good things in this book. Mr. Levin’s 
“Notes on Convention” is a careful study 
of the growth of an important English 
word, vital in modern thought. Mr. Walter 
J. Bate’s essay, “Coleridge on Art,” eluci- 
dates carefully the esthetic beliefs of this 
great father of modern criticism. Meticu- 
lous and informed as these essays are, they 
lack both scope aid style.

The Killer of the Great Lakes 


, GRAND HAVEN, Mich. 
HEN you come to Michigan, the first thing and last thing 
you are likely to hear is what the lamprey eel is doing to the 
fish of the Great Lakes. It is an old subject but a vitally 

new one, too, for the eel is extending his area of conquests and 

Science has as yet found no way of combating him effectively. The 

eel, long ago found in Lake Erie, has spread to Ontario, Huron 

and Michigan and is now getting a hold in Lake Superior. 


The famed and succulent lake trout is the eel’s principal victim. 
To give an idea of his depredations, the average annual take of 
trout from Lake Michigan for 20 years up to 1945 was 6,500,000 
pounds. The production in 1949:was only 440,000 pounds, and these 
fish were taken largely from Green Bay waters, where the eel has not 
yet fully seized dominion.

WHILE VISITING Irvin Bettman and Alvin Goldman at Char- 
levoix, I had a chance to see the eel in gction. Mr. Goldman took 
me to a clear water brook on his place at Lake Charlevoix and, 
as it happens, was able to point out two steelhead trout in death 
agony on the bed of the stream. One had a single eel fastened 
to him, while the second had two of the lampreys sucking his 
life blood. It was a ghastly sight, as one reflected that the tragedy 
before our eyes was being repeated millions of times at that very 
moment throughout the Great Lakes region. 


When a lamprey, attaches itself to a trout, the latter has no 
defense. Try as he will, he cannot brush off the eel on rocks or 
brush. The eel’s mouth has a powerful suction. It is equipped 
with several circular sets of teeth, as many as 140, and with these 
it gnaws its way into the fish’s blood stream and feeds until 
satiated or until the fish is dead. The male lamprey grows to a 
length of 22 inches; the female to 18 inches. She spawns 65,000 


eggs.

AT GRAND HAVEN, I talked to Claude Ver Duin, editor of 
The Fisherman and for. years a leader in the fight against the 
lamprey. He explains that, while the lamprey had long frequented 
. the lower lakes, he began to migrate to Lake Huron in the early 
"30s and by 1933 had begun to cause alarm among fishermen. 
About this time, a prophet appeared in the person of Dr. Charles 
W. Creaser, professor of zoology of the College of the City of 
Detroit. Dr. Creaser predicted that, if the history of the lower 
lakes was repeated, the Great Lakes fisheries were doomed. Like

In 1936, a sSfawning run of the lamprey was found in Ocqueoc 
river off of Lake Huron. A crude trap was built and thousands 
of eels were taken in eight or nine weeks. But the efforts to 
combat the monster were comparatively feeble and unco-ordinated. 
At that time, about 5 per cent of the trout taken by commercial 
fishermen in the Ocqueoc area bore eel marks; thay jumped the 
next year to 20 per cent; then to 40 or 50. Dead‘fish began to 
appear in nets, their bellies punctured by the vampires.

IN 1940, the Michigan Fish Producers Association was organ- 
ized and began to petition the Federal Government for help to 
stop the cancerous growth of the lamprey. Plans were made for 
more efficient weirs to trap the eels in their spawning streams; | 
but then the war broke out and all activity was dropped. Mean- | 
while, the eel spread upwards in Lake Huron, through the straits | 
of Mackinac and southward through the length of Lake Mich- 
igan. A diver at the Soo said he could pick a dozen off the bottom 
of nearly every freighter. Mr. Ver Duin adds: 

The production of lake trout in Lake Huron drepped 
drastically fom one year to the next until the Michigan 
fishermen, who at one time had produced 1,250,000 pounds 
of trout a year, accounted for a total production of less 
than 50,000 pounds annually. This decline has continued 
until today trout are almost unknown in the Michigan 
waters of Lake Huron. 

* * * 


NO USE HAS been found for the lamprey itself. When caught 
in its spawning streams, it is emaciated, as it stops feeding in the 
spawning season. When it is in prime condition, the eel is not 
found in such concentration as would reward commercial fish- 
ing. So while the eel is robbing man of edible fish, it is giving 
nothing in return. As lake trout disappear, Lake Superior white- 
fish may be the next main target of the eel, for no type of fish 
is immune to its attacks. 

In 1946, $20,000 was appropriated by Congress for a study 
of the eel: in 1949, $239,000 was appropriated for this year’s work 
and $219,000 earmarked for next year. But so far it has been 4 
case of too little and too late. Experiments have been made with 
weirs, traps, nets, electric screens, electric shockers and poison. 
But only an incurable optimist would believe that a turning point 
in the war against the lamprey is in sight. 


* * * 


MR. VER DUIN seems to think the most hopeful method is in 
finding a natural enemy of the lamprey. In the ocean, where the 
lamprey originates, he is evidently subject to some force that 
keeps him from the unnatural multiplication of the Great Lakes. 
Mr. Ver Duin believes this natural enemy may turn out to be the 
American eel, which lives in fresh water but spawns in the Sar-

REALTHIN MIDDLE At 


Psychologist Says World's 
Fate Hinges on Decisions 
of Elderly Persons. 


STATE COLLEGE. Pa.. Sept. 8 
(AP)—A New York psychologist 
said today that the fate of the 
world depends on expansion of 
the science of treating people dur- 
ing middle age and later in life— 
particularly along psychological 
lines. 

It is particularly important, said 


Dr. George Lawton, that psycho- | 


logical and mental hygiene serv- 
ices be used by middle-aged and 
elderly persons who hold posi- 
tions of power. 

But it is also important that 
such services be available for all 
persons in the second half of life 
—not only to help them live well- 
adjusted lives, but to offset any 
damaging emotional effects they 
might have on children in their 


midst. 
They Control Policy. 


In a report to the American 
Psychological Association's annual 
meeting ‘at Pennsylvania State 
College, Lawton said “in nearly 
all our institutions—government, 
industry, education—policy is ini- 
tiated and controlled by individ- 
uals in the middle and older age 
range. 

“A small number of individuals 
in the older age group—through 
the decision to make war, use or 
not use the atomic bomb or hydro- 
gen bomb—have the power to de- 
termine life or death for millions.” 

Some of these people, he said, 
are well adjusted with effectively 
organized personalities, but oth- 
ers, he said, have “aged unsuccess- 
fully” from the emotional stand-

At the end 

of the picture, he walks away, not into a screen sunset but 

into a dark and hopeless future, as his son trustingly reaches 
for his hand. 

As in any great picture, the final effect is built up, not by 
any one scene but by the cumulative impact of many, by the 
progressive upsurges of hope and the countering frustrations, 
expressively reflected in the emotional musical background. By 
the tawdry tenements, the heedless strangers in traffic-thronged 
streets, and the completely believable touches of documenta- 
tion in the incidents along the way. Aiding the realism are 
the actors, only one of them a professional, the others all real 
thieves, real derelicts, real workers. Two of them are 
notable discoveries, Lamberto Maggiorani, former factory 
worker, who plays the father, and Enzo Staiola, a street 
urchin, who plays the small, sturdy boy with heart-tugging 
effect. Such scenes as the one in which the father, angered 
at fate, hits his son, then tries to reinstate himself in the good 
graces of the bewildered little boy, should be proof to Holly- 
wood movie makers that drama does not require trumpets 
and Technicolor. '

Insufficient Hot Water.

Now the 
trouble is not with the tub or 
even with the hot water heater 
and storage tank. These usually 
do their job pretty well. The big 
trouble is that after the water is 
hot, it goes around heating up the 
house and getting cooler by the 
second instead of saving its heat 
for that second hot tub of water. 
The solution to this one is a little 
insulation. Modern gas and elec- 
tric hot water heaters and tank 
are usually factory insulated but 
the pipes that carry the hot water 
to the bathroom are not. Cover 
these lines with insulation and 
you'll notice a big difference. If 
you have an uninsulated hot 
water storage tank, insulate this 
by all means. 

Insulation for tanks and pipes 
is sold at mail-order houses, hard- 
ware stores and plumbing supply 
houses. The insulation comes in 
small sections that can be easily 
installed by just about anyone. 
And its costs very little. Needless 
to say, the insulation will do more 
than just help keep the water hot. 
It will cut down on your hot 
water heating bills and also help 
keep your house that much cool- 
er during the hot weather.

Playing | Canasta to Win | 


By Albert H. Morehead . 


ANY decisions in Canasta de- 
pend on what you have to dis- 
card. If you have a safe dis- 
card, you can take chances. The 
decision can be deferred to the 
next round, when maybe you 
won't have such a safe discard. 
Here is your hand: 


Both sides need 90, and your 
left-hand opponent at his last turn 
melded a joker and four tens. 
Your partner drew from the stock 
and discarded a black three. Your 
right-hand opponent discarded a 
card you couldn’t take, and you 
drew from the stock. 


You could meet the 90-point re- 
quirement by melding three kings 
and a deuce plus two jacks or 
eights and a deuce. Should you? 


First you consider your part- 
ner’s last play. Perhaps he would 
have melded — or would have 
frozen the pack —if he had not 
held that black three. But since 
he had a 100 per cent safe dis- 
card, he had no reason to be im- 
patient. So for all you know, 


your partner is able to make the 
90 points. 

Now should you use six cards 
to meld? No, because you have 
a reasonably safe discard too. 
Your left-hand opponent melded 
five cards to make his minimum. 
If he had held a pair of aces along 
with his joker, he would have 
melded them in preference to the 
tens. So he does not have two 
aces. Your hand does not provide 
a 100 per cent safe discard, but 
the ace is fairly safe. It is a bet- 
ter gamble than taking six cards 
from your hand unnecessarily. 


The gamble is improved by the 
fact that your failure to meld may 
give your right-hand opponent the 
impression that you cannot. If he 
is induced to discard a 10-point 
card at his next turn, it may be a 
king, jack or eight, giving you the 
pack. 

Question: In the two-handed 
game, what is the penalty if a 
player puts down an insufficient 
meld? 

Answer: If the meld is made 
from the player’s hand, there is 
no penalty. If it is made with the 
aid of the discard pile, the pen- 
alty is 50 points; if the discard 
pile has been illegally mixed with 
the player’s hand the penalty is 
200 points. However, there are 
no exposed cards in two-hand 
play. Cards illegally melded may 
be returned to the player’s hand 
and need not be left on the table.

What A-Bomb Raid 


Atomic Attack Would Cause Heavy Damage,

NEW YORK, Sept. 8. 


FEW weeks ago, at a session 
A of the Industrial College of 
the Armed Forces, Col. Wil- 
fred A. Steiner, U.S.A.F., stag- 
gered his audience when he said: 
“After an atomic raid on an 
ordinary community, we would 
have to take care of 40,000 to 
50,000 persons suffering from se- 
vere burns. In New York City, 
there would be 80,000 to 100,000 
such casualties. The ‘ideal care’ 
of each patient would require 42 
oxygen tanks, two and seven- 
tenths miles of gauze, three 
nurses, 36 pints of plasma, 40 
pints of whole blood, 100 pints 
of other fluids plus drugs such as 
morphine and antibiotics.” 


Medical reserve officers in the 
audience gasped: “Where would 
New York get 4,000,000 pints of 
whole blood?” 


They conceded that Col. 
Steiner’s “requisition” would pro- 
vide “ideal care,” but many be- 
lieved a patient would receive 
adequate care with a smaller out- 
lay of supplies. 


There is a chronic shortage of 
whole blood in this country. The 
precious red corpuscles cannot be 
kept alive longer than 21 days. 
That means new quantities have 
to be stored every three weeks. 
Our scientists are trying hard 
to prolong the life span of the 
corpuscles to 100 days, as in the 
human body, yet so far they 
haven’t succeeded. 


On the other hand, whole blood 
is considered the best remedy for 
burns and_= radiation sickness; 
mere plasma just won’t do it in 
many cases. Therefore, live blood- 
donors are at a premium, and the 
Red Cross has already started a 
drive to set up honor stations all 
over the United States.

casts based on the fear that ,the 
enemy may try to knock out our 
industrial power by dropping A- 
bombs on numerous key cifies at 
one and the same time. If such 
an all-out assault came as a sur- 
prise, it could indeed do inealcu- 
lable harm, but is it realistic to 
count on it in the near future? 

Down-to-earth observers such 
as Gen. Clay or Maj. Gen. Thomas 
F. Farrell, chairman of the New 
York City housing authority, take 
a more sober and more optimistic 
view. 

“According to our best informa- 
tion, any potential enemy does 
not not have sufficient weapons 
to carry out mass bombing,” Gen. 
Farrell said. “So our immediate 
possibility is that of either a sin- 
gle bomb or a small number.” 

Gen. Clay shares Gen. Farrell's 
opinion. 

“For the time being,” he said 
confidently, ‘‘mutual assistance 
within each state and, wherever 
practicable, between groups of 
states will give us most of the 


vital secrets. Try to learn how 
many A-bombs he has and of 
what type they are. Study the 
bases of his long-distance planes 
for a quick k.o. His bombs are 
useless if he cannot deliver them. 
Make sure that we get advance 
notice of impending raids. 

(2) Take all steps, regardless 
of cost, to intercept raiders on 
their way over, divert them from 
their course, blow them up in 
mid-air. 

(3) Construct shelters wherever 
required. No city should resign 
itself to the prospect of 40,000 
or 50,000 A-bomb casualties. 
Proper sheltering can reduce 
them to 5000. 

(4) Decentralize vital facilities 
and utilities. Disperse industries 
wherever possible. The more 
widely we disperse, the fewer 
targets we'll offer that are worth 
wasting an atom bomb on. 

If all these measures are taken 
promptly and vigorously, Ameri- 
can defense experts believe we 
can face the atomic threat with 
calm defiance. 

The Office of Civil Defense 
Planning recently investigated how 
many A-weapons we would have 
needed to cause the same amount 
of destruction in Germany as we 
did with ordinary bombs. After 
weeks of research, it came up 
with this precise answer: 

It would have taken 75 atom 
bomb hits and 200,000 tons of 
old-fashioned bombs to obtain the 
same results. And as there would 
have been a percentage of misses, 
we would have needed a minimum 
of 100 A-bombs. , 

Remember, the United States 
of America is 18 times the size 
of Germany and has 30 times its 
resources. So that, ought to settle 
the question whether we can sur- 
vive an atomic aggression. 

With God’s help we can and 
we will.

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How It Started

“Bail”—for the Prisoner and to 
“Bail Out a Boat.” 
HE correspondent who asks 
for the connection between 
raising “bail” for the release 
of a person in custody and “bail- 
ing out” a boat, poses an interest- 
ing question, for these are not the 
same word. 

First, the “bail” as in bailing 
out a boat comes from the Freneh 
“baille,” a bucket, and behind this 
is the late Latin “bacula,”’ diminu- 
tive of “bacca,” a kind of vessel. 
So the expression “to bail out” for 
scooping up water refers to the 
term for the actual bucket or 
ladle—the old “baille.” 

Now for “bailing out” the pris- 
oner. The derivation here is dif- 
ferent, out of a root meaning “to 
give, to deliver.” We have it 
again from the French—"“bailler” 
—but it goes back to the Latin 
“bajulare,” meaning “to keep in 
custody.” That “to bail out” 
should go back to a term meaning 
to “keep in custody” seems rather 
paradoxical, sort of turning the 
tables on the word—until one 
goes into the real significance of 
that Latin “bajulare.” This “keep- 
ing in custody” is in the sense of 
“to bear a burden,” “‘to take care 
of,” as a child’s nurse takes care 
of her charge. There is no dis- 
agreement between this kind of 
“custody” and the concept of the 
person who gives bail for the re- 
lease of one for whose custody he 
thereby assumes responsibility! 

What is especially interesting, 
however, is the fact that in Eng- 
lish law the term worked both 
ways, being applied to the magis- 
trate’s “bailing” the prisoner to 
be released on bail, as well as to 
the person “giving’ bond” for him! 
The scope of this word in former 
times is apparent from its fre- 
quent usage by Edmund Spenser, 
the Elizabethan poet. For ex- 
ample: : 

“Ne none there was to rescue 
her, ne none to bail.”

At the second trick, South led 
low to the trump king, hoping to 
find West with a singleton honor, 
but it soon became evident that 
East, as his double indicated, had 
a trick in the suit. 

South now tried the club finesse, 
but that too let him down. East 
cashed the high trump and exited 
with a spade. South ruffed, of 
course, but with two tricks lost, 
it now became vital to guess the 
diamond position. 

As he explained later, South 
did make every effort to weigh 
West’s vulnerable over-call against 
East’s penalty double, in order to 
fix the probable location of the 
diamond ace, but his cerebration 
bore no fruit. He concluded that 
West. whose spade suit had been 
far from impressive, must have 
had the diamond ace on the side, 
and so South led a diamond and, 
when West played low, went right 
up with dummy’s king. That, 
needless to say, was not a good 
idea. 

Granting that South was right 
in feeling that West’s bid had 
been pretty weak if he lacked the 
diamond ace, the fact remains 
that South did not properly eval- 
uate East’s double against West’s 
mere overcall at the one-level. A 
double in this sort of case carries 
the greater weight. South should 
have asked himself whether East 


would have risked a double if he. 


had held nothing in spades, a 
heart holding which might not 
produce a trick (if the ace and 
king lay over him), the king of 
clubs, and nothing higher than 
the queen of diamonds. He prob- 
ably would have answered this 
question with a No, and properly 
played East for the diamond ace.

ET you didn't know that his-

Kensington avenue. Please 
don’t blush. It’s perfectly all 
right. I didn’t know it either. 

The deficiency in my store of 
folklore, relevant and other- 
wise, has just been remedied 
by Pe Ann Garner, the 
movie , and if I can forget 
for a minute that she doesn’t 
wear pigtails and shapeless cot- 
ton dresses any more — like 
when I saw her on the screen 
the last time—I’ll let you in on 
what she told me, blow. by blow. 
I hope you will stay with me 
around the final curve on this. 
You might get confused other- 
wise. I was. 


Are you ready? Chair feel : 


comfortable? Glasses adjusted? 
Steady now, here we go. 

We will flash back at this 
time to the year 1900. A bright 
new century has toddled in and 
so has a new baby for Mr. and 
Mrs. Alonzo Smith of 5135 Ken- 
sington avenue. The St. Louis 
World’s Fair is just around the 
corner. “Meet Me in St. Louie, 
Louie” is No. 1 on the Hit 
Parade. On Kensington avenue, 
just north of Delmar and west 
of Kingshighway, the brewer's 
dray rumbled so slowly that 
kids on skates raced the horses 
and swerved under the noses of 
the animals. The vegetable boy 
who later shot his father made 
his rounds.

The new Smith baby was 
named Sarah.
